Editorial Correspondence. 

South of Carquinez Straits and parts 
of Suisun and San Pablo Bays, is Con- 
tra Costa County, a region of irregular 
valleys, hills and mountains, endlessly 
varied in aspect, except never barren 
from rocks, and rarely beautified with 
trees. The higher portions are general- 
ly admirable pasturage for cattle, while 
the rich valleys yield the finest crops of 
grain. Martinez, on the south side of 
the straits, just opposite Benicia, is the 
county seat, a romantically situated, 
quiet village, of little trade or general 
business. It has a good school house, a 
Methodist and an Episcopal charch, but 
their congregations are small. 

Pacheco is the most busy town in the 
county, the centre of trade for the fine, 
rich Pacheco Valley. It has an excel- 
lent resident congregational minister, 
Rev. Mr. Ellis, but the church-building 
is used by different denominations. 

Clayton is the most romantic place, 
orderly and quiet, at the foot of old, lof- 
ty Mount Diablo, or Kahwookum. 

The good people have here the most 
costly and, perhaps, most beautiful 
churech-building in the county, owned by 
the Congregationalists. There’ is also 
here a Union, moderate church, of Dis- 
ciples and Methodists. | | 

Nortenville is the most populous and 
active mining ‘town, with one good, neat 
Congregational church and good society. 
Somerville is the rival of Nortonville in 
coal mining, and has a pleasant Metho- 
dist place of worship. | 

Antioch ts the one proper sea port of 
the county, occupying a fine position on 
the San Joaquin River, .at the onl 
point where high land juts, by blair 
banks, immediately on deep “water, 
There a large town is steadily building 
up, sustamed by large surrounding ag- 
ricultural interests, including Sherman 
Island, by being the depot for largely 
developing new coal-mines, by flouring 
mills and one or two potteries, with the 
prospect of heing the terminus of a large 
railroad graded to this point, and of an 
immense irrigating canal coming down 
from the head of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley over a hundred miles. There are 
also other business sources for this town, 
and all, combined with an excellent. cli- 
mate, make this place sure of steady 
growth, to become one of the largest 
towns of the State. It has one fine 
place of worship, Congregational, with a 
beautiful spire, a well organized christian 
church, Sabbath-school and active tem- 
perance societies, including a fine Band 
of Hope. 

Other smaller villages of this county 
are Walnut Creek, Alamo, Danville, on 
the way south into the large Livermore 
Valley, the most of which is in Alameda 
County. The principal town of this 
large valley is Livermore, ‘As it occu- 
pies a central position in this fine, large 
valley, it bids fair steadily to increase in 
size and business. - At present the plave.

Another town, smaller but beautiful 
ly located, is at the foot of the valley, 
at the south-west corner, near the head 
of a most romantic canyon, serving as 
an outlet ‘for the waters of this whole 
region, as well as a pan for the great 
railroad to the Bay. It enjoys the 
appropriate name of Pleasantown, a 
name musical with all sweet associations, 
which wins one’s regard just by thesound. 
Here they have one little Methodist 
church building, put up mostly at the 
expense of former ministers, but not now 
often used. 

In all of these towns, even in the farm- 
ing regions, the whiskey saloon is the 
great state institution of California. 
The pen almost falters to enumerate the 
number of hells of drunkenness licensed 
to entice every possible human victim 
to drink the poison of alcohol; slowly 
but surely killing out the moral facul- 
ties of the human soul, debasing the in- 
tellect and envenoming every passion of 
man, till he becomes transformed into 
the triple union of hog, wolf and demon. 
The awful wickedness, the terrible 
wretchedness, and the immense expen- 
siveness of this whole licensed system of 
intemperance, is beyond all rational com- 
putation. And, wonderful to tell, no 
suffering victim has any legal redress 
against the wicked, designing enticer. 
Men are licensed to entice their victims 
with an efficiency more powerful than 
the rattlesnake’s charm, and they infuse 
into their blood a poison whose resul- 
tant, death, is immensely the most aw- 
ful to all, parties affected, wife, children 
and friends; yet no suffering victim is al- 
lowed to appeal ‘to the state and the law 
and the court against the wicked seduc- 
er, The strangest and most preposter- 
ous thing in modern: justice! Let the 
suffering wife, children and public at 
least, if not the victim himself, have fuil 
legal redress in damages against him 
who furnishes.the maddening potion, 
when he has reason to know it can do 
no good, but may do much evil: then 
the furnisher, neither, in seeret er in pub- 
lic, will dare furnish the deadly draught, 
except in the rare, very rare cases 
where it may be of real benefit. All 
honor to Ohjio-first, next’ Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Connecticut, and 
Canada, for enacting of late’ such a law.

Members of the Convention who are 
absent for that purpose, will narrate to 
us to-morrow the ceremonies, which no 
doubt are solemn and impressive. A 
year ago the church organization was 
obliterated—most.of the members perish- 
ed in the flames, and the remainder were 
scattered. To-day a new house is dedi- 
cated, and two hundred and fifty fami- 
lies, some of them christians, and‘all wil- 
ling to listen to the word of God, are 
calling for a pastor to organize a church 
and preach to them the gospel. 


The rebuilding of Chicago is more 
wonderful than the burning. Over the 
whole country prosperity has crowned the 
labors of the year, and; to come back to 
the Convention trom which I have wan- 
dered, the ministers and delegates have 
met together with cheerful countenan- 
ces free from anxiety, and eyes not red 
but twinkling with good-will and mirth. 

This evening .we listened to the open- 
ing sermon of the Convention from Rev. 
Joseph Collie, of Delevan, who says that 
Paul was “‘ not ashamed of the Gospel 
of Christ,” because he felt its power 
sustaining and inspiring him ; and so it 
is faith in the gospel which must give 
boldness and efficiency to every minis- 
ter. 

Oct 9th. The devotional exercises this 
morning followed in the line of last 
night’s discourse, and fervent prayers 
were offered for increase of faith, and 
baptism of the spirit. . | 

The statistics of the convention set 
forth the result of the year’s work of the 
churches, so far as figures are adequate 
to express the same. We believe that 
more accurate accounts in this depart- 
ment are kept up above, where insight 
into hearts and works, their tendencies 
and results, future as well as present, is 
perfect. 

Yet our statistics reveal some interest- 
ing facts, The mumber of Congrega- 
tional churches in Wisconsin ig 188 ; or- 
ganized within the year, 3; total mem- 
bership, 18,000; additions during the 
year, 1,299; by profession, 851; Num- 
ber ministers, 162; No, pastoral: labor, 
106 ; in. educational labors, 11; .secre- 
taries and agents, 4; Churches supplied, 
136 ;, Churches vacant, contribu- 
tions to benevolent causes, $16,420, '

ity, as many contributions to the vari- 
ous causes have been sent in without 
account of them being kept at home,’ to 
be’reported to the Convention.

Oct. 11th. A new feature in theconven- 
tion, pleasant and profitable, as. we all 
felt last night, was @ social mééting. 
The convention gathered for tea in the 
patiors of the churéh, where the good 
ladies of this city served to us a sump- 
tuous repast ; where also new acquain- 
tancees ‘were formed,: and old: ones 
strengthened. After that, when the 
hour of seven had arrived, an immense 
audience gathered in the church to listen 
to short and pungent speeches, which 
seemed to awaken both humor and. relig- 
ious zeal—certainly the former, if smiles 
and laughter and applause are an indica- 
tion—certainly the latter, if the testi- 
mony of song and prayers and oceasion- 
al tears is to be trusted. 

One of the most interesting exercises 
of the eonvention was the report of 
Father Clary, as heiis called, the veter- 
an Home Missionary Superintendent of 
Wisconsin. Twenty-two years ago he 
was appointed to this office, his field at 
first being the whole state. But for the 
latter half of the time, he has superinten- 
ded the southern, while Rev. F. B. Doe 
is doing fruitful work in the northern 
division. Fathér Clary has endeared 
himself to the churches, and, haying 
now resigned, presented his final report, 
reviewing his twenty-two years of labor. 
As he brought old times and struggles 
to memory,’ tears came to the eyes of 
many,.and the whole congregation look- 
ed upon the old man, honored of the 
churches of God, with veneration and 
love. Di | 

By vote of the convention, the right 
hand of approbation was given by the 
EKoderator, with appropriate remarks, 
closing with prayer, the .convention 
standing during the ceremony. 

Rev. H. W. Storrs, D.D., Secretary of

‘should hold their péace ; but they ‘cried 


the more, saying: “ Have m 
O Lord, thou Son of Davidy 
It is time for the feast of the Passover 
at Jerusalem, and caravans are moving 
from different parts of the country to- 
ward the Jéwish ‘capitol. In one of 
these was Jésus, the wonder-worker. 
The bind men who sat at the wayside 
and begged ‘had heard of him, ’ They 
hear the tramp of feet, the noise of the 
caravan ; and when told that Jesus was 
passing near’them, they cried to him for 
mercy. At first, Jesus seemed not to 
hear them. ' The multitude rebuked them 
for intrading. But they were not to Be 
put down. They only cried louder: 
“Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son 
of David”’ Jesus finally heeds them, 
and heals them of theif’ blindness. 
The miracle is fraught with spiritual 
instruction. ‘To use it as illustrating 
spiritdal lessons is in no way construing 
it from its original design. ‘The .'para- 
mount object of the miracles of Christ 
was not the physical relief given to snéf- 
ferers, nor yet the confirmation: of “his 
divinity. His wonderful works did at- 
test his divine power, and that. was neo- 
essary. But more than all, these mira. 
cles are intended, as much as parables, 
to illustrate truth ; practical and applica- 
ble to human 
In the scene before us, the bliad ‘men 


cry for mercy. ‘Mercy is man’s great 


need. Men pressed with great want are | 


often too ready to cry to God for justiée. 
Affliction wrings from them the cry, 
“ We have suffered enongh.” ‘This was 
the plea of a doomed criminal with 
whom I once conversed in his: prison 
cell, He was a murderer and condem- 
ned to die. He was hardened, bitter, re- 
proachful—he felt no need of merey— 
he simply wanted justice—he had suffer- 
ed enough already for his guilt., So 
men would sometimes claim immunity 
from the penalty of God’s law on the 
ground of justice, instead of crying for 
mercy as they ought. The Pharisee put 
in the plea of justice—he had done thus 
and so. Not so the Publican—he cried 
for mercy and went away justified, . 


Some say: “ We. have suffered 
enough, let God be just, and relieve us.” 
Others say: “ We have done enough, let 
God serve us.” Away with this plea 
for justice—let us cry for mercy. 

The miracle indicates the manner of 
seeking for Christ’s favor in order to in- 
sure success. 

Christ seemed not to hear the blind 
inen at first. Butthey were in earnest ; 
they were not discouraged when Jesus, 
passing on, made as if he did not hear or 
would not heed. “They cried so much 
the more.” 

Sometimes people say: “ We have 
prayed—we have tried to come to. Jesus 
for light and comfort—but it availed 
nothing.” Young converts’ say to me: 
“We have done as you told us, but we 
are still in darkness—we do not find 
that Jesus answers us.” J tell them to: 
persevere, to importune, to “‘ cry yet the 
more,” and when Jesus’ sees that they 
are in earnest he will come to them, and 
give them joy and peace. Let none be 
discouraged, nor give heed to unwise 
counsel. The ‘blind men were rebuked 
—but they only became more importu- 
nate. Unwise advice is sometimes giy- 
en by the church, and sometimes by the 
world. Menare rebuked and intimidat-. 
ed from coming to Christ, by those who 
would detain them with questions about 
their feelings and motives. But let those 
who feel their need and their blindness 
press through all himdrances, and seek 
unremittingly the mercy and favor of 
Jesus, and they shall find them. If he 
seem not at first to hear, nevertheless he 
does hear the first. petition. .He seemed 
not to hear the blind men at the first call; 
but he did hear, and. only, waited their 
repeated calls to test their earnestnes.s 
_ See what a lesson to inspire us in seek- 
ing the help of Christ amid great diffi. 
culties.

The Secret of Effectdal Setvive. 
BY GEORGE MULEER. | 
The secret of all true effectual Service 
is, joy in God, and having. experimental 
acquaintance and with God 
himself. = 

But in what way shall, we attain to: 

‘his settled happiness of soul? How 
\ hall we learn to enjoy God? This hap- 
| iness is to be obtained through the 
gtudy of the Holy Scriptures. God has 
therein revealed himself unto us in the 
face of Jesus Christ. 
_ In. the Seriptures, by the. power of, 
the Holy Ghost, He makes himself 
known unto our sotls.” Remember, it is 
not a god of our own thoughts, or our 
own, imaginations, that we need to be 
acquainted with; but the God of the 
Bible, our Father, who has given the 
blessed Jesus to die for us. 
_ The way in which we study this Word 
is a matter of the deepest moment. The 
very earliest portion of the day we can 
command should be devoted to medita- 
tion on the Scriptures. Our souls should 
feed upon the Word. Weshould read 
it, not for others, but for ourselves. All 
the promises, the encouragements, the 
warnings, the exhortations, the rebukes, 
should be taken home to our own hearts. 
Especially let us remember not to neg- 
lect any portion of the Bible ; it should 
be read regularly through. To read 
favorite portions of the Scriptures, to 
the exclusion of other parts, is a habit 
to be avoided. The whole divine vol- 
ume is inspired, and by;,degrees should 
be read regularly through. But to read 
the Bible thus is not enough; we must 
seek to become intimately and experi- 
mentally acquainted with Him whom 
the Scriptures reveal—with the blessed 
Jesus, who has given himself to die in 
our room-and stead. Oh! what an 
abiding, soul satisfying portion do we 
possess in him ! 

Bnt another point here needs especi- 
ally to be noticed. It is, that. we seek. 
habitually to carry out what we know 
—to act up to the light that we have 
received ; then more will assuredly be 
given. But if we fail to do this, our 
light will be turned into darkness. It is 
of the deepest moment that we walk 
with a sincere, honest, upright heart be- 
fore the Lord. If evil be practised or 
harbored and connived at, the channel 
of communication between our souls and | 
God, for the time being, will be cut off.

Mr. Ganneau, of the English soci- 
ety, reports having found near the 
Mosque of Omar an original stone of the 
temple (of Herod), bearing a Greek in- 
scription, forbidding Gentiles to enter 
the sacred enclosure. The block is com- 
plete-in itself, and its words accord with 
those of Josephus and others.

But 
‘Father Burke,” a much-praised Roman 
Catholic speaker, has undertaken to an- 
swer him, and a sensation has been pro- 
duced. ‘ The theory of the first lecture 
of the historian was that Irishmen were 
not fit to be-free’} and.in his second, he 
tells of barbarity and bloodshed to 
prove the eorreetriess of the assumption.

Domestic Animals as in the Bible. 


Simplicity in its statement of doctrines 
and of correspondencies, we have seen 
claimed in behalf of the new Jerusalem, 
or Swedenborgian church; but we con- 
fess that the more we read the maga- 
zine literature of that denomination, the 
more thankful are we that we are not 
dependent upon a new church lexicon 
for an understanding of the Bible. We 
say this, not as those who-carp at what 
does not please them, but as those who 
frankly dissent from what does not 
commend itself to their common sense. 

In a new church sermon recently pub- 
lished in a new church magazine, we are 
instructed that the passage in Isaiah: 
“That ox knoweth his owner and the ass 
his master’s crib,” etc., does not mean 
that the ox knows his owner and the ass 
his master’ scrib, but that “natural good 
and natural truth acknowledge their 
divine origin.” We are told that the 
term “‘ oxen ”’ in scripture does not mean 
oxen at all. It means “the affections of 
the natural mind,” or “ natural good.” 
Hence, the decalogue does not prohibit 
our coveting our neighbor’s oxen. It 
merely forbids our coveting “the good 
of the natural degree.” Solomon, we 
are told, did not sacrifice any oxen at the 
bringing in of the ark to the most holy 
place. Indeed there was no Solomon, it 
seems, to offer them, for Solomon signi- 
fies “‘ the Lord in his Divine Humanity,” 
and the 22,000 oxen signify “ all the af- 
fections of God’s nature.” 

The ass signifies “ natural truth,” and 
not a beast of burden at all. Are we 
hence to infer that Balaam was riding on 
‘natural truth” at the time when he 
has generally been supposed to have been 
riding an obstinate beast ? 

We are told that Christ in the parable 
did not mean that any one found an ex- 
cuse for rejecting the invitations of the 
gospel because they had bought some 
oxen, say five yoke. Notat all! This 
literal understanding of the parable may 
have done in the “old church,” “ but 
the student of the new church theology 
is taught otherwise,” and here is the in- 
terpretation : 

“ Five being the half of ten, partakes 
of the signification of that number, es- 
pecially as five yoke make ten oxen. 
Ten signifies remains or remnants of 
good and truth, [oxen and asses !] trea- 
sured up in the memory for the future 
uses of spiritual life. we 

“As oxen signify natural goods, and 
the numiber five denotes that these 
goods are remains of former inculcations, 
so the term yoke or pair intimates that 
the truths proper to there goods, consti- 
tuting the conjugal relationship between 
them, were also in store.” 

In the sermon from which the above 
extracts are taken there are some fresh, 
wholesome thoughts; but the effort made

The Exportation of Iron. 


The North American, published in Philadelph 
in the course of an article Gineunting the futu 
of iron, says : 

It, of course, seems absurd to many persons’to 
talk ‘of exporting American iron to me, coun- 
tries when we do not supply, our own. hat is 
meant is to convince even the most skeptical in 
the trade that a bright future lies straight ahead ; 
that what is now needed in order to reach it is the 
greatest preparation for the production of Amer- 
ican iron on an immense scale; that the profit 
is now beyond a doubt; and, finally, that there 
is everything to warrant the ‘largest possible in- 
vestment of capital in the trade. The statement 
of the possible exportation of iron is made in or- 
der to prove the great opportunity that is before 
the American iron interest. And we mayadd 
that if the price of iron shall rigs on rising in 
England, the exportation thither of J 
iron will become something more than a mere 
prospect, 

Shipments of gold from the United States to 
England take place frequently, to pay balances. 
But the current of exchange occasionally turns 
heavily in our favor, and then instead of export 
ing gold we import it.- So it will be with iron. 
We have been importing foreign iron for a 
period. But the foreign mines are proving mal 
equate to the demand, and the foreign ‘furnaces 
also. The price rises in consequence, and has | 
been .rising in the most surprising’ manner for 
months past. It may rise high enough to render 
exports to America impossible. In that case the 
shipments weuld cease. As it is, the rise has 
checked what would otherwise have been a pro- 
digious shipment ; for the reduction in our tariff 
rates, and the enormous increase in the Ameritan 
demand, have together deluged the British fur- 
naces with orders far’ beyond: their capacity. 
Those who were unable to get supplied abroad ' 
rushed to the American furnaces, and thus they, 
too, are Overwhelmed with work, and prices here 


are stimulated to a corresponding extent with ; 


those in England. 

We admit the impossibility of export under 
existing circumstances, the home product not be- 
ing equal to the home demand. But the produc- 
tion is rapidly expanding, and may reach the 
level of the entire home consumption within a 
year or two. 
whether it can follow the enormous expansion of 
the American market is a problem. In making 
our original calculation of the probability of the 
exportation of American iron, our estimate was 
that it was merely a question of time. It is now 
manifest that, as England has passed the limits 
of her own mines, and is obliged to import foreign 
iron ores largely, she can no more hope to rely 
on her own product of iron, than on the British 
isles for breadstuffs. She gave up home depend- 
ence for the latter long since, and now we think 
the time is fast approaching when ‘she will have 
to give up also home dependence for iron. 

It may be observed that, with the equalization 
of the home production and consumption, prices 
will probably fall here and perhaps in England, 
although both countries are constantly seeking 
out so many fresh avenues for iron, that it is dif: 
ficult to calculate. The foreign importation has 
been about one-fifth of the whole consumption. 
It will, however, rise to a higher or fall to a low- 
er ratio just in proportion as we expand our pro- 
duction, For as to the power of absorbing iron 
in America, there does not really seem at present 
to be any limit to it. When we speak of rising 
to the level of the consumption it is merely an 
approximation. Noone in the trade can form 
any approximation. No one in the trade can_ 
form any estimate of the demand abroad, such is 
the unparalleled growth of the American railway | 
system, and of the use of iron in the industrial ' 
arts. If we produce this year, about 8,000,000 
of tons, and the importation shall equal 600,000 
tons, the frade would be so great as to warrant 
almost any investment in it that could possibly 

It does not follow that becausé American prices 
rise correspondingly with the English, and the 
importation hither still goes on, the current may 
not change, and the importation cease. All de- 
pends, not upon the American ‘market, but upon 


the growth of the foreign demand. For if the. 


foreign trade shall keep on increasing at the rate 
it has done, there must come a metal famine in 
England. London journals speak incorrectly of 
the present condition of the markets in that way; } 
for a real metal famine is a matter such as would 
astonish both them and us; otineming in fact, 
like a panic in a stock market. There will come 
just such a famine unless the American product 
can be very greatly enlarged, and that is precise- 
ly the point to which we have endeavored to di- 
rect attention and enterprise. 

If our business readers doubt this, let us recall 
to their minds that the railway movement, which

We must here | 
candidly say that the appearance of things at 
present: warrants the belief that the regular an- 
nual increment in the product must be in; the 
South and West, just the same as in other pro- 
duce. Such being the case, the interior works 
will supply the demand there in the. course of 
time, and we here of the seabord must’ export.

Utilizing Waste Heat, 


One of the most important problems of the day 
relates to the utilization of heat as applied to the 
steam boiler. When we ‘reflect that not.more 
than 14 per cent. of the heat theoretically due to 
the combustion of coal is utilized in the best con- 
mE ee furnaces, it may well be supposed that 

a large field is here opened for the exercise of 
scientific research and. mechabical skill. Much 
time and ingenuity has, been expended in this 
direction, but the progress.has hitherto been so 
exceedingly slow, that the most sanguine had 
begun to despair of ever making any pape ad-. 
vance in the desired direction. ~ ~ 

Quite recently, however, we have the announce- 
ment of a very novel process for the application 
of bisulphide of carbon—a fluid which boils at 
the low tetmperature of 110,F.—as a sort. of sup- 
plement to steam. This process, to which we 
made some allusion several weeks since, consists 
merely in exhausting the steam into a second 
boiler within which are a 
tubes filled with bisulphide of carbon, which is 
thus_readily converted into griform ‘condition, 
with a pressure of 65 pounds to the meh. The 
water, to drive another engine. The 
vapor is readily condensed, pumped 
tubes of beiler No. 2:and. thus used continuously 
without any material loss.
